BAR IN CAPITOL 


Missouri House Member 
Says Legislators Wan- 
dering Away From 
Chamber Were Invited 
to Have Free Drinks.

The incident was cited by Rep- 
resentative Milton F. Duvall of 
Clarksville, chairman of the 
House Roads and Highways Com- 
mittee, as an example of the 
“brazen” lobbying tactics used by 
the truckers’ group in an effort 
to defeat highway improvemen 
legislation. : 

Duvall said George R. Goode, 
president of a large St. Louis 
trucking company and chairman 
of the association’s legislative 
committee, was the bartender and 
host at the informal liquor-dis- 
pensing festivities. 


Legislators who wandered from 
the House chamber during the 
debate were invited into the of- 
fice, where liquor and beer were 
served, Duvall said. The party 
apparently was a success; the bill 
opposed by the association was 
defeated 55 to 57. 


Goode, president of the Be-Mac 
Transport Co., Inc., denied all of 
the Duvall charges.

TOKYO, April 25 (AP)—Allied 
tanks and troops in savage coun- 
ter-attacks today slaughtered Chi- 
nese Communists on the critical 
central front, but a United Na- 
tions withdrawal was made north 
of Seoul. 


A field dispatch said two col- 
umns of tanks, supported by 
troops riding in armored half- 
tracks, killed an estimated 750 
Reds in the central front counter- 
blows north of Kapyong. Kapyong 
is 33 miles northeast of Seoul. 
The troops and tanks plastered 
roads and valleys with intense fire 
before withdrawing. Allied artil- 
lery rained shells. on enemy posi- 
tions both north and south of the 
thirty-eighth parallel. 

One tank column drove back 
north to within six miles of the

Joint Conferences BeingTried 
Here to Settle Complaints 
Against Landlords.

Squabbles resulting from ten- 
ants’ complaints against landlords 
will be aired in landlord-tenant 
conferences, with an Area Rent 
Office employe serving as umpire, 
under a program which got under 
way today. 

Grover C. Vandover, Area Rent 
Director, said he was positive the 
new system, ordered by Housing 
Expediter Tighe E. Woods, would 
assure “prompt, friendly and 
equitable settlements,” and would 
be superior to the old method 
under which disputes were 
handled by separate conferences 
and correspondence. 

“Experience in other localities,” 
Vandover said, “has shown that 
a solution can be reached with 
a maximum of satisfaction to 
both parties and with a minimum 
of delay and red tape. Landlords 
and tenants usually agree on the 
facts and it seldom takes more 
than 45 minutes to settle a case.”

JEFFERSON CITY, April 25— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today extended for an 
indefinite period the present serv- 
ice rule of Laclede Gas Co., of 
St. Louis, limiting new requests 
for gas service for furnace heat- 
ing, pending further study of a 
proposed more drastic rule sought 
by Laclede. 

The present service limitation 
rule permits rejection of new 
space heating applications, in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, ex- 
cept for new residential housing, 
and would have expired on May 1. 
The commission extended it in- 
definitely, pending further com- 
mission orders. 

Under a proposed new rule 
pending for approval by the com- 
mission Laclede could reject all 
new applications for gas for heat- 
ing, except new residential hous- 
ing requests which were received 
or accepted before last March 15. 

Both the present and proposed 
rules are based on the ground 
that Laclede has no assurance it 
can obtain an additional supply 
of natural gas necessary to meet 
all estimated future increase re- 
quirements, from the pipeline 
suppliers, Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp., before 1952. 

While the commission order to- 
day merely extends the present 
rule until further action by the 
commission, it is understood the 
commission is not satisfied with 
the somewhat confusing language 
of the proposed new rule and the 
fact that it is a discretionary and 
not a mandatory limitation.

“It is impossible for many men 
to find any family housing what- 
soever within a reasonable dis- 
tance from the camp,” the report 
stated. “Many of those who have 
succeeded in finding homes have 
had to settle for substandard fa- 
cilities for which exorbitant rents 
are charged. Many families have 
‘doubled-up’ in an effort to beat 
the shortage.” 

It is obvious that there is real 
need for additional construction 
of family units in the area, the 
subcommittee said, adding: De- 
pendents’ housing at this post de- 
serves No. 1 priority.” It labeled 
the problem as “critical.” 

Recruits Well Housed. 

But the report commended 
housing facilities within the camp 
for recruits. Although the ex- 
teriors of the buildings are bad- 
ly in need of paint, all recruits 
are housed in well-heated, un- 
crowded and clean barracks, the 
subcommittee said. It also found

The bill which would prohibit 
transportation of parochial school 
children to and from school on 
public school busses was placed 
on the informal calendar of the 
House yesterday at the request of 
its author, “to give the legisla- 
tors a chance to catch up on 
their mail.” 
Representative Ealum E. Bruf- 
fett (Rep.), Hardenville, who in- 
troduced the measure, hurriedly 
sought postponement of consid- 
eration for the bill when it came 
up for perfection yesterday. 

His stated reason was no idle 
jest. Many of the legislators 
have reported receiving 500 to 
1000 letters, telegrams and post- 
cards in the last three days, urg- 
ing them to defeat Bruffett's bill, 
unless it is amended to permit 
continuation of transportation of 
parochial school students. 

As an added reason for post- 
ponement of consideration of his 
bill, Bruffett said he wanted to 
“wait and see if I'll be called

Salary increases for members of 
the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners and employes. in 
the election office would be pro- 
vided under terms of a bill passed 
today by the House and sent to 
the Senate for consideration.

B-29s in Ground Support. 
Even B-29 Superforts flew 
against the Reds in close ground 
support. The Allied planes oper- 
ated around the clock. 

The Reds bulwarked their sup- 
ply lines with heavier anti-air- 
craft fire. Supply columns poured 
down North Korean roads. Flyers 
spotted 1100 trucks and five trains 
on the move in a single night. 
B-29 Superforts continued their 
daily pounding of Red ps. 
This was a precaution Ko- 
rean- based operations of 3000 
planes reported to be available. 
The Red aircraft still have not 
seen action. 

Another jet battle was fought 
in far northern Korea. between 
20 Manchurian-based Red jets and 
24 American F-86 Saber jets. No 
damage was reported.

Labor Chiefs Reject 


Bevan’s Stand. 
LONDON, April 25 (UP)—Brit- 


ain will stick to its rearmament 


program despite the resignation 
of three government ministers op- 
posed to it, Foreign Secretary 
Herbert Morrison said today. 

Morrison told an American 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
that the need to rearm was in- 
dorsed “by everybody in both our 
countries except a very few who 
only believe what they want to 
believe.” 

The Americans 


on Far East policies but the dif- 
ferences have not disturbed the 
“fundamental unity of purpose 
there,” Morrison said. 

As Morrison spoke, the Labor 
party’s national executive com- 
mittee met to thrash out the in- 
ternal crisis sparked by the re- 
volt of leftist Aneurin Bevan. 
Bevan and Harold Wilson, both 
cabinet members, and John Free- 
man, a junior minister. resigned 
from the government rather than 
support a budget sacrificing social 
welfare to rearmament. 

Argument Rejected. 

The committee meeting, at- 
tended by Bevan, rejected his 
argument against the budget. An 
official statement said the na- 
tional executive “approves the 
budget as being fair and reason- 
able for the purpose of meeting 
the exceptionally difficult prob- 
lems now facing the country.” 

The rebels 
pledged not to bring down the 
Government through any parlia- 
mentary maneuvering. 


Morrison chose an appropriate 


audience to make the first 
high-level pronouncement since 
Bevan’s resignation Sunday that 
the Government would not waver 
Oo: rearmament. 

“We can afford to have differ- 
ences of opinion,” he told the 
American business men. “I hope 
we shall always be able to do so. 
Your American democracy as- 
serts the right of every man to 
speak up. So does ours. 

“It is true that the great ef- 


_ fort we are both making sets up 


fresh strains. There is always a 
natural tendency to blame the 
other fellow first. 

We have had our disagree- | 
ments in the Far East, but they 
have not disturbed our funda- 
mental unity of purpose there. 
We do not always see eye to eye 
on trade and commercial policy. 
But in the things that are im- 
portant, we are working in har- 
mony. and often in double-har- 
ness.“

Morrison pledged that Britain 
would cut its standard of living 
before slashing its proposed re- 
armament program. 

“So far as is physically possible, 
we would continue to follow our 
existing line of policy and protect 
both our defense program and 
exports drive as far as we could, 
by taking the burden of shortage 
(of raw materials) while it con- 
tinued, on our current ,standard 
of life,” he said. As far as 
budgetary policy is concerned, 
this would mean not an easier, 
but a harder one.” 

The resignations of Bevan and 
the others came after the govern- 
ment announced plans to charge 
Britons one half the cost of false 
teeth and eyeglasses, . previously 
distributed free under the tax- 
supported national health pro- 
gram. 

At last night’s session of the 
House of Commons, the budget 
provisions was approved by a 
voice vote, although several rank 
and file Labor members backed 
Bevan's position in the discussion. 
Conservatives supported the pro- 
vision. 

According to American stand- 
ards the cost to Britons under 
the new plan will be virtually nil. 
Eleven dollars for a complete set 
of teeth, uppers and lowers, and 
$4 for eyeglasses. In the last two 
and one-half years 14,800,000 per- 
sons have received dental care 
and $116,379,200 in false teeth,

Griffin and Dowd Urge 

Court Fix Punishment, 

Indeterminate Sen- 
tence System.

Louis prosecutor said. 

This situation, Griffin reported, 
has forced his office to reduce 
the charge against such defend- 
ants to a misdemeanor in order 
to get the mto enter pleas of 
guilty. The punishment generally 
imposed under a plea to the re- 
duced charge is a $500 fine. 

Basis of Recommendations. 

It was this general condition 
that formed the basis of recom- 
mendations for criminal law revi- 
sion presented by Griffin and his 
first assistant, Edward L. Dowd, 
to the Senate subcommittee, 
which is investigating the ade- 
quacy of Missouri’s criminal 
statutes and their enforcement. 

They urged that Missouri juries 
in criminal cases be empowered 
only to decide the guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant, and that 
the court fix the punishment. 
They also recommended establish- 
ment of the indeterminate sen- 
tenee system. 

Under this system, a person 
convicted of a crime would be 
sentenced to an indefinite terms 
up to 15 or 25 years or for life, 
depending upon the nature of the 
offense. In the case of a hand- 
book operator, Griffin suggested 
the sentence range from one day 
in jail up to a maximum of five 
years or more in the penitentiary. 

Would Bar Transmission. 

Dowd urged passage of a law 
making it illegal to transmit 
gambling information within Mis- 
souri, declaring that there is no 
provision in the present law to 
interfere effectively with opera- 
tion of the Pioneer News Service. 
A similar suggestion was made to 
the committee last week by At- 
torney General J. E. Taylor. 

The assistant circuit attorney 
told the committee that Pioneer 
receives its racing news from Chi- 
cago, furnished by the Capone- 
controlled Continental Press Serv- 

fice, and relays it by telephones 
to handbooks. This led to a dis- 
cussion of effective curbs against 
telephone service to bookies. 

Dowd suggested that South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. be 
required to monitor phones which 
it has reason to suspect are be- 
ing used to promote gambling. 
When Senator Richard J. Cha- 

ier, committee chairman, said 

e thought such a law might be 
“dangerously close to wire-tap- 
ping,” Dowd delclared he did not 
favor wire tapping, but a law to 
require the telephone company to 
closely scrutinize the purpose to 
multiple installations of phones. 

Federal Trial System Urged. 

Another recommendation was 
that the federal system of per- 
mitting a defendant to be tried 
on a number of counts in an in- 
dictment be adopted, so the jury 
could get an over-all picture of 
the crime instead of being lim- 
ited to a single specific offense 
which might appear less serious. 

In regard to the narcotics 
problem, Dowd declared a law 
should be enacted making it il- 
legal to use drugs improperly, as 
well as to sell them. He suggest- 
ed that users of narcotics be de- 
tained in a state institution for 
treatment before they commit a 
violent crime. 

He said he also thought sep- 
arate trials for two or more de- 
fendants charged with the same 
crime should be discretionary 
with the court instead of being 
mandatory, and urged that Mis- 
souri join the interstate compact 
permitting mutual extradition of 
persons accused of crime with- 
out technical delay. 

Praises Gambling Squad. 

Griffin told the committee St. 
Louis was free from all organ- 
ized crime at the present time. 
He said this was due to the ef- 
fective efforts of the city’s Police 
Department, particularly the work 
of Capt. Joseph A. Wren, head 
of the police gambling squad. 

Prosecuting Attorney William J. 
Geekie of St. Louis also was 
heard briefly by the committee.

Committee Tells th

NEW YORK, April 25 (AP). : 


HE federally-recommended model state civil defense law con- 
~@ stitutes a danger to a free press, the American Newspaper Pub- 


lishers’ Association was told 


today. . 


In a report to the A.N.P.A. convention, a committee on federal 
laws said the recommended legislation could lead to efforts to “use 
our national emergency as an excuse for seizure of the press.” 


The model law, recommended 
by the Civil Defense Administra- 
tian for passage by states, con- 
tains a provision which would 
authorize Government seizure of 
transportation and communica- 
tions in times of emergency, the 
committee said. 

Danger te Free Press. 

The Committee, headed by Col. 
J..Hale Steinman, of the Lan- 
caster (Pa.) Intelligencer Journal 
and New Era, said: 

“Up to now we know of no 
state which has enacted such a 
law permitting seizure of newspa- 
pers, but we feel that this sug- 
gestion in a ‘model’ law from 
Washington constitutes a danger 
to a free press. 

“A free press is necessary in 
times of emergency, as perhaps at 
no other time, because the peo- 
ple must be kept informed for 
their own protection and safety. 

“Newspapers have a wonderful 
record of having co-operated with 
Government in times of emer- 
gency or of war, and your com- 
mittee believes there is inher- 
ent danger in any provision of 
law which would restrict a free 
press at a time when this coun- 
try is arming to protect all our 
freedoms... .” 

Another Threat. 

‘Another modern threat to press 
freedom, the committee said, is 
the passage of laws requiring var- 
fous businesses, including news- 
papers, to buy licenses to oper- 
ate 


“Licensing of newspapers was 
in olden times the method chosen 
by which to controi fhe press,” 
the report said. 

It noted that the trend toward 
licensing legislation has been 
mainly at municipal, rather than 
state or national levels, and the 
laws have not segregated news- 

apers from other businesses for 
icensing. 

“But the fact remains that 
newspapers which up to now have 
been kept free from any form of 
licensing in this country are now 
required to pay license taxes,” the 
report said. 

It added that 62 of 77 news- 
papers in Georgia pay such taxes, 
and that the license fees have 
been increased from time to time. 

‘Urging a fight against this 
trend, the committee declared 
that newspapers should be “kept 
free from control through li- 
cense.” 

The committee rapped also the 
Department of Commerce for re- 
moving the publishing business, 
including newspapers, from the 
list of essential activities“ in 
connection with the draft and 
military matters. A properly- 
informed public is as essential to 
the national welfare as a properly- 
housed, properly-fed or properly- 
clothed public . . .,” the com- 
mittee said. 

The report, along with another 
by Maj. Gen. Julius Ochs Adler, 
vice president and general man- 
ager of the New York Times, 
head of a press communications 
committee, strongly criticized the 
United Nations draft treaty on 
“freedom of information.”

“promote and protect genuine 
freedom of information every- 
where.” 
Education on Survival. 

Millard Caldwell, Federal Civil 
Defense Administrator, urged 
newspapers to “educate our peo- 
ple in the simple steps of per- 
sonal survival” under atomic at- 
tack. 

“It must be done and done fast 
before it is too late,” Caldwell 
said in a message to the publish- 
ers association. The brutal truth 
is that we are confronted with the 
crisis of crises. . We know that 
a war may be in the offing. We 
know that Russia has the planes 
and the bombs to make shambles 
and slaughterhouses of our ma- 
jor cities.” 


tary public education on what to 
do in an atomic attack will save 
countless casualties.” 

“It is in this time before an 
attack where we can make or 
break our will to survive, sharply 
reduce the number of casualties 
and preclude any major panic 
situation if atomic bombs fall on 
our cities and our people,” he as- 
serted. 


_ Responsibilities of Press. 

Edwin S. Friendly, an execu- 
tive of the New York World-Tele- 
gram and the Sun who is A.N. 
P. A. president, pointed up the re- 
sponsibilities of the press in this 
“time of grave crisis.” 

“We know now that our so- 
called ‘police action’ in Korea is 
a Communist-planned time bomb 
which could, at any moment, ex- 
plode into world war III,” he 
said. 

Capping the turbulence, he 
said, was the “disagreement be- 
tween our President and the one 
of the great military leaders in 
our history.” 

But in the controversy center- 
ing around Truman and Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, Friendly 
noted that “fortunately, as free 
Americans, we are privileged to 
take sides and have opinions.” 

Postage Boost Bill.

This arrangement, confounding the London 
Conservative newspapers which were rejoicing 
at what they thought was the death of the Labor 
Government, ought to assure the continuance of 
Mr. Attlee’s Cabinet for some months. And the 
new meat agreement with Argentina ought to 
increase the Government’s popularity in the 
country, when some Argentine beef finally be- 
gins to show up again on British tables. 

A betting man might gamble that all this indi- 
cates a decision to postpone another general 
election at least until fall, when Mr. Bevan’s 
fiery oratory will have had a chance to test pub- 
lic sentiment, and the Government’s popularity 
is expected to have waxed with the waning of 
memories of meat and fuel shortages.

Complacency and the Schools 

Even if the proposed increase and the cost of 
the $17,230,000 bond issue are included, the St.

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Time That Will Not Come Again 


The latest news from the central Korean front 
is better. There reinforced U.N. troops are re- 
ported to have stopped the Chinese Communist 
advance some seven miles south of the thirty- 
eighth parallel, But in the west, above Seoul 
the Red advance continues and for the ‘third 
time civilians are leaving the capital city. 

From the front above Seoul comes word that 
a new type of Chinese soldier has made an 
appearance. These are “huge fellows,” apparent- 
ly selected for size and grouped in units, who at- 
tack without regard for armament and fire 
thrown against them. An American officer re- 
ports that “we are killing them like flies.” 

What this drive may develop into, no one, of 
course knows. It may be as Gen. Ridgway 
suggests, the “‘decisive” operation in Korea. Be 
that as it may, this seems to be anything but 
the time to be slowing down the build-up of the 
American Army. Yet just this is announced 
concurrently in Washington. The House Ap- 
propriations Committee says the plan for June 
is to cut new troops taken in to 20,000. 

Voluntary enlistments, reduction in losses in 
Korea, limitations in training facilities—all these 
are factors. Even so, the overriding considera- 
tion should be national security. The free 
nations are enjoying a period for preparation 
now which may not be theirs a few months from 
now. It is folly not to make the most of time 
that will not come again. 

Let preparation of men for combat proceed as 
fast as training facilities can be provided. 
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Oil for the Nation's Defense 


Secretary Chapman gave the best possible 
reason for federal retention of offshore oil in 
his speech here to the nation’s oil geologists 
and geophysicists. Because of the national 
emergency the United States must be prepared 
to increase its supplies of oil “quickly and 
drastically,” he said. 

To be thus prepared, the nation must have the 
paramountcy over the offshore oil reserves 
which the Supreme Court affirms the nation 
has. It must have used that paramountcy with 
such wisdom that the oil will have been con- 
served, and is still available in sufficient 
quantities. 

How critical, indeed, oil has already become, 
Marquis Childs relates in his column today. 
If Iran’s oil is lost to us, as now threatens, the 
United States may be required to ration gasoline 
at home in order to supply free Europe with 
the fuel to keep its industries going, Mr. Childs 
writes. 

In view of these facts, can it be doubted that 
Congress should at once enact the legislation 
which will enable the Executive Department to 
manage offshore oil in an orderly manner? As 
The Washington Post points out in an editorial 
reprinted in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, 
legislation indorsed by the Interior and Justice 
departments has been stagnating in both Houses 
of Congress for three years. 

Congress is dilatory in assuming its responsi- 
bility to issue the authorizations by which the 
nation’s interest in the oil reserves under the 
Pacific ocean and the Gulf of Mexico can be- 
come operative. 


The Crime Inquiry Goes On 

A lot of organized crime remains to be in- 
vestigated by the Senate. A lot of local law 
enforcement officials need to have their noses 
rubbed fn the situation by the federal investi- 
gators. So the Senate has extended the life 
of its Crime Committee for four months. 
Some Democrats had proposed ending the 
committee and creating a permanent Federal 
Crime Commission. But the temporary exten- 
sion of the committee’s work is more practical, 
for two reasons. One is that the corruption 
and commercialized hoodlumism need to be 
kept before the public, until the inquiry results 
in legislation. And a longer investigation will 
permit the Senate to study the actual need for 
a permanent crime commission. 

The Senate Crime Committee has become 
known as the Kefauver Committee, in tribute 
to the work of its chairman, Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee. Unfortunately, he gave so much 
to this task for so long that he now feels com- 
pelled to step aside as chairman in favor of 
Senator O’Conor of Maryland. But Senator

Three states still defy all the others in opposing federal right to 
offshore mineral resources, despite high court orders; Congress 
should operate domain as national heritage, needed for national 
defense; yet bill for Government management remains stalled.

The perennial attempt to give away the 
nation’s clearly established rights to the 
mineral resources of the marginal sea is 
under way again in the Senate. 


The Supreme Court declared in 1947 in 
United States vs. California that the United 
States, as an incident of its national sov- 
ereignty, is vested with the ultimate power 
and control over this area lying outside 
the tidelands and the inland waters, and 
that California did not have and never had 
had any title to the area. 


This decision was reiterated in the Lou- 
isiana and Texas cases, Yet on the pretext 
of “States’ Rights,” proponents of quit- 
claim legislation have repeatedly asked 
Congress to “give back” to the three inter- 
ested states something which they never 
at any time legally possessed. 

The oil in these submerged lands is a 
national asset of the most tremendous 
value and importance. All of the 48 states 
share in the ownership of it, and Congress 
ought to administer it as a national 
heritage. 

Legislation indorsed by the Interior and 
Justice Departments to provide for the 
orderly management and conservation of 
this asset has been before House and Sen- 
ate committees for three years without 
ever being reported out in either chamber. 

Senator O’Mahoney’s bill would meet 


this need admirably and would at the 
same time confirm and ratify all the ex- 
isting leases made in good faith by the 
states within the marginal sea. : 

Representatives of the oil companies 
holding these leases have testified that 
they are entirely satisfied with this pro- 
posed arrangement. 


Indeed, they have made concrete ac- 
knowledgement of the invalidity of the 
California, Texas and Louisiana claims by 
paying rents and royalties to the Interior 
Department in recent months instead of to 
the states. 


Nevertheless, spokesmen for the states 
seem bent on frustrating any effective fed- 
eral management of the marginal sea even 
if they cannot get control of the oil for 
themselves. 

Perhaps they suppose that if they. fore- 
stall congressional action long enough, 
some future occupant of the White House 
will prove more pliant than President Tru- 
man who has vetoed quitclaim legislation 
before and is undoubtedly resolute enough 
to do so again. : 

We think that no President would be so 
heedless of the national interest. What 
is at stake here is the nation’s oil, needed 
for the nation’s defense. 

Congress should act affirmatively to con- 
serve it for that purpose.

keep Western Europe’s industry 
going. Already Iranian strikes and 
riots have cut about 500,000 bar- 
rels a day from total shipments 
to Europe. 

The Western European powers 
that are part of the North At- 
lantic Pact have put an informal 
request up to the United States 
to help them obtain this amount 
elsewhere. 

In the present boom, however, 
with huge expenditures for re- 
armament about to begin, petro- 
leum products are already tight 
in the United States. In order to 
find the 500,000 barrels there will 
have to be a pooling agreement of 
available resources outside the 
trouble zone. 

This may be possible, since the 
amount measured against total 
world production is comparatively 
small. But if the deterioration in 
Iran continues and it becomes 
necessary to try to find a million 
and a half or two million barrels 
a day for Europe, then the squeeze 
will really be on. 


To Make Up Deficit. 


To supply the amount neces- 
sary to keep Europe’s industry 
going—with Iran out of the pic- 
ture—would mean the strictest 
kind of gas rationing for all civil- 
ion use throughout Europe. And 
it would also mean some form of 
gas rationing for this country. 

The deficit could not be made 
up without a big cut in so-called 
non-essential uses here. By non- 
essential in such an eventuality 
would be meant the vast flow of 
motor traffic that moves out with 
the coming of warm weather to 
beaches and resorts from all of 
America’s big cities. 

Even without any demand from 
Europe precipitated by the col- 
lapse in Iran, there is at least a 
possibility of gas rationing at 
home before another 12 months 
have passed. The reason is simple 
—steel. 

The rate of drilling for new 
wells must be not merely sus- 
tained but increased as the rate 
of use of pétroleum goes up. And 
new wells cannot be drilled with- 
out the necessary steel pipe. 


Limited Amount of Steel. 


This means allocations from the 


It is so obvious that the 
events passing across the screen 
of history are directly related to 
us here no matter how distant 
they may seem. Iran is a striking 
example. India is another. 
According to news dispatches, 
the famine in Bihar Province has 
already gone so far that an 
ominous development, familiar 
from past experience, is being 
noted. Starving farm workers 
and their families have begun to 
drift away in numbers from the 
land. Taking to the roads, they 
move onto the cities, spreading 
disease, disorder and anarchy. 


Delayed Action on India. 


Nearly four months have passed 
since the request of the Indian 
Government for 2,000,000 tons of 
grain on “special and easy terms.” 
As long ago as last October, Pres- 
ident Truman was given an ur- 
gent personal warning of the 
need to prepare to meet the 
threat of famine arising in con- 
siderable part out of drouth, 
floods and earthquakes. 

Action seems nearer now but it 
is still likely to be months before 
the essential grain is loaded on 
ships to be taken from the moth- 
ball fleet. 

The relationship here between 
American action—or inaction— 
and the spread of breakdown and 
the rise of Communism in Asia 
needs no pointing up. But as in 
Iran, this country has a direct 
stake in stability. 


We Need Our Allies. 


Last year 34 per cent of the 
manganese brought into the 
United States came from India, 
which was our largest foreign 
supplier. We get 90 per cent of 
this mineral, vital as a kind of 
cement in each ton of steel, from 
abroad. 
Breakdown in India could 
quickly affect the supply of an 
indispensable commodity. This 
country cannot live alone and 
like it, without friends, without 
allies, without sources of vital 
materials we do not have. 
Whether a relatively objective 
investigation of the MacArthur 
controversy is possible, one may 
doubt. Whether anyone on either 
side will be convinced is also 
doubtful. But it is certain that 
if American attention and effort 
are distracted by this quarrel, 
the sweep of world change will

His office even takes out, and dutifully pays 
for, subscriptions to the news services, so that he can read 
everything, domestic or foreign, that the American news 
agencies put out. He listens to the radio occasionally, and 
sometimes will embarrass a member of his staff by telephon- 
ing from the embassy at midnight and asking his interpreta- 
tion of something he has just heard on the news. 

His relations with his immediate staff are close, but 
formal; he will open a meeting by saying, “Gentlemen, sit 
down.” He calls most of his advisers by their first names, but 
they do not reciprocate. He is always Sir“ or “General.” 
Staff meetings are not held on regular schedule; he will 
simply ask to see officers, when the occasion warrants. He 
can be overruled, but it does not happen often, if only be- 
cause few survive long who disagree with him. : 

But he will listen carefully to any argument. Once or 
twice he has been known to say, “I think this decision is 
wrong, but we will go ahead with it, because 1 do not wish 
to go against my staff.” His approach during a discussion is 
that of a judge; he probes with questions, provokes varying 
answers, never says no without reason, and despises those who 
agree with him too easily.

MacARTHUR’S QUALITIES are so indisputably great in 
his own field that it comes as something of a shock to explore 
the record and find that in others he can be narrow, gullible, 
and curiously naive. Consider his adventures in two unhappy 
realms—politics and the world of news. 

He has, in effect, run for the presidency twice. Shortly 
after his arrival in Australia in 1942 the first MacArthur 
boom got under way. At about the same time a joint Army- 


Navy board passed a ruling that “any officer elected or ap- 


pointed to a civil office thereby ceases to be an officer of 
the Army.” 

On Oct. 29, 1942, MacArthur issued a statement putting 
himself out of the race: “I have no political ambitions what- 
soever. ... I started as a soldier and I shall finish as one.” 


But as 1944 came closer the MacArthur movement took 
on new life. Senator Vandenberg came out for him. He made 
a handsome showing in the Illinois primaries despite the fact 
that he never lifted a finger for himself. But he was abruptly 
eliminated as a national candidate largely because of a faux 
pas by one of his most vociferous supporters, a freshman 
member of the House of Representatives named A. L. Miller. 

Dr. Miller wrote MacArthur two letters, to which the 
general replied. Miller then proceeded to publish these with- 
out his knowledge or consent, though one at least of the 
replies was marked “Personal.” These letters, when pub- 
lished, created a turbulent, brief storm. Almost everywhere 
it was felt that, at best, MacArthur had shown himself to be 
politically immature, and at worst had made a disastrous 
blunder. 

The upshot was that he formally declared on April 30, 
1944, “I request that no action be taken that would link my 
name in any way with the nomination. I do not covet it, nor 
would I accept it.” He got exactly one vote at the conven- 
tion; this single vote kept the nomination of Dewey from being 
unanimous,

T seemed ironic to me and to 
| others who have followed crim- 

inal activities for many years 
that the Internal Revenue Bureau 
should draw the most severe criti- 
cism of any Government agency 
in the Kefauver inquiry. 

For it was the intelligence unit 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
that was able to do most in get- 
ting convictions of many top- 
flight racketeers in the 1930s and 
408 


When other methods of snaring 
hoodlums failed, revenue agents, 
by intensive work, managed to 
send to prison such nationally- 
known figures as the late Al Ca- 
pone, Ralph Capone, the late 
Frank Nitti, Phil D’Andrea, Paul 
Ricca, Louis Campagna and 
Charles Gioe, leaders of Chicago’s 
underworld; William (Billy) Skid- 
more, notorious Chicago gambler; 
the late Moe Annenberg, czar of 
racing news distribution and the 
late Boss Tom Pendergast of 
Kansas City. 

But in recent years, some in- 
come tax agents grew lax. During 
the Post-Dispatch investigations 
in Illinois, after the murders of 
Carl and Bernie Shelton, we be- 
gan to hear reports that racke- 
teers had “reached” a few federal 
agents. 

One former Internal Revenue 
agent told me that tax cases 
against big gamblers in the East 
St. Louis, Springfield, Havana 
and Cairo, III., areas would be 
worked up to a certain point and 
then, on orders from Washington, 
agents would be pulled off the 
eases and there would be no 
prosecution. 

Similarly, another retired In- 
ternal Revenue intelligence unit 
agent, Robert L. Sharp, told Sel- 
wyn Pepper of the Post-Dispatch 
that politically-powerful lawyers, 
working closely with acquiescent 
public officials in Washington, St. 
Louis and Chicago, had been 
highly successful in killing many 
income tax cases. He said three 
St. Louis lawyers, influential in 
Democratic circles, succeed al- 
most invariably in stopping in- 
come tax prosecution of their 
clients. 

A letter by Sharp to United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore complaining of the Gov- 
ernment's failure to prosecute 
known tax dodgers led to a grand 
jury og that is still in prog- 
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in prosecuting tax evaders, and 
in Califernia, not a single rack- 


copper mining 
company in Nevada and sold 
stock te gamblers, abortionists 
and other persons having in- 
come tax troubles in California 
and Nevada, in return for stop- 
ping tax prosecutions. 

Some federal employes in 
western states had joint busi- 
ness ventures with members of 
the underworld. A few Internal 
Revenue agents had obtained 
eash bribes from persons hav- 
ing tax difficulties. 

When the Kefauver committee 
began digging into income tax 
shenanigans, it was aided tre- 
mendously by an executive order 
from President Truman, giving 
the Senators the rarely-invoked 
power to look at tax returns. In 
fact, many observers believe this 
order was the real source of the 
Kefauver committee’s tremendous 
power, since it opened so many 
avenues of ae ae 


UT before the Kefauver com- 

mittee began its work, the 

California Crime Commission 
ealled attention to a clever little 
device invented by Government 
employes in Nevada and Califor- 
nia to feather their nests. 

A group of federal employes 
ereated a mining company in 
1937 and called it the Mountain 
City Consolidated Copper Co., a 
name very similar to that of a 
legitimate company. The phony 
firm was a “paper organization” 
that never produced a ton of ore. 
But scores of persons, particu- 
larly gamblers, night club oper- 
ators and tavern owners who 
were having tax troubles, bought 
hundreds of shares of stock in 
the company, usually at 40 cents 
a share. 

One Nevada gambler described 
his stock purchase as the “best 
buy” he ever made in his life. 
On the other hand, a Nevada 
business man who was so brash 
as to refuse to buy stock in the 
worthless company was convicted 
of income tax evasion. He be- 
came Nevada's only victim of the 
tax laws in recent years. 

Organizer, principal promoter, 
secretary-treasurer and general 
manager of the Mountain City Co. 
was Patrick Mooney. He was also 
chief field deputy in the office 
of the Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue for Nevada. 

Vice president of the company 
was Thomas W. Miller, field rep-

“fixing” the income tax case 
against Mrs. Gertrude Jenkins, an 
abortionist. She charged that 
$5000 was extorted from her by 
Mooney and Hartmann in ex- 
change for a promise that the 
Government's tax claim against 
her would be cut from $50,000 to 
$7000 and there would be no 
criminal prosecution. Mooney ad- 
mitted he received $5000 from 
her but said it was for purchase 
of Mountain City Co. stock. 

Mooney, who is 81 years old 
and who retired from Govern- 
ment service in 1948, also admit- 
ted he made out tax returns from 
1942 to 1947 for Elmer (Bones) 
Remmer, notorious San Francisco 
gambler and former St. Louisan. 
Remmer, naturally, was also one 
of the stockholders in the Moun- 
tain City Co. 

Back in 1948, the California 
Crime Commission recalled, the 
Government filed a lien for more 
than $800,000 against Remmer for 
unpaid income taxes, charging 
that the returns made out by 
Mooney were fraudulent. Two 
weeks ago, after the Kefauver 
and California crime groups spot- 
lighted the case, Remmer finally 
was indicted. He was charged 
with evading payment of $160,688 
in taxes.
